every one knows, Everywhere the French army
has been starved to enrich individuals.

This is the more serions 4 leason to nus, because
pecuniary corruption 18 the very root of the greatest
and most menacing evils in every Anglo-Saxon
soclety, It caused a great proportion of the Jd|sas-
ters in the Crimea. 1t caused enormous waste and
mamy Qlsasters in the American civil war, It still
caukes the greatest possible political evils in Ameri-
can society, It was certainly at the root of the mon-
Atrous wuste of our Abyssinlan campalgn, where
the published evidence goes to show, for instance,
that a good milllen sterling was wasted on mules
never winted, or at least never used ! that “consuls
and viee-consuls received huge commissionsa for a
few weeks' service in procuring mules’—we quote
from Allen’s Indien Maitl of the 284 August—that “a
iarge batch of camels was bought at Suez the day
after Magdala was known to have fallen:” and gene-
rally, thar several millions were wasted on what was
Known to be uselesg 10 the expedition, for the gain
of various classes and Individoals. Uniess there he
some early and severe check to this sort of canker
at the heart of all great organizations, the Germauns,
Wio seem at present to be almost completely free
from the remptation to corruption, will not only
become the masters of Earope, but deserve to be so,
NO nation can confess more plainly its complete
unworthiness 1o be held of any great account in
the political counsels of the werld than giving
evidence that its aver citizens—those whose
opinicns bulld up the pubile life of the State—value
thelr own private Interests so far more highiy than
the public Interestgthat they will cheat the State
to serve themselves. 1t i8 quite certain that people
of this kind do not deserve to belong toa State
whicn exercises a wide control in foreign affairs,
and that they take the surest possible means to un-
dermine the very foundations of the controlling
ower. A temperate, fragal, and laborious Germany,
n which every man really honored the State as the
true organ of what they call with so much love
“the Fatherlamd,” would have every right to what
it would certainly soon ga‘n—a prugam nant {nfia-
ence In Western Euro if ita only rivals were a
selldshly and unscrupulously mercantile Great Bri-
tain, a false and gasconad France, and an in-
triguing, wily, pliant Italy. Tﬁ‘mm i8 no such thing

great. 1f any sortof corruption pervades puolic
morality, this dry-rot must attack, and sooner or

RITUALISM,
e —
Opening of the Misslon Chapel of Sf, Sacrne
ment.

The controversy excited in the Chorch of Eng-
land during the past few years by the form of wor-
ship adopted by what is Know asthe Ritnalistic body
of churchmen, has already become & part of the
ecclesiastical history of that country. It shonld
then be a matter of llttle surprise that a question
which has so agiiatefl the parent Church ia Eag.
land  threatens to form a most important
chapter In the  history of the Episcopal
Chuarch in America, A few months ago the Rev.
Joshua D, Bradley, an eminent exponent of ritual-
ism in Engiand, arrived in this city, and consulted
with many High Charch Episcopal divines as to the
possibility of establishing a mission among the poor
of this city, after the manner of the ritualists in the
city of London. The result of this consultation was
the establishiment of the Oratory of Saint Sacra-
ment in a large room on the second foor of No, 1285
Broadway, the Right Rev, Bishop Potter supporting
it with hi® influence,

The Oratory was formally opened for divine ser
vice yesterday morning at é o'clock. A large con
gregation was present at this early hour, filling the
chapel to repletion and listening with marked atten.
tion to the words of the ritual and the subsequent
remarks of a number of the clergy, Many curious
eyes were turned toward the altar, which was
placed npon a ralsed dais and was approachable by
éteps, as in Roman Catholle churches. In the centre
of the altar was a large golden cross, on elther gide
of which were lighted candelnbra, A white cloth
covered 1t, and the missal stood apon a giit frame
stand, On the right of the altar stood the little
table, with the elements. The services commenoced
with the singing of the Introit, “Thou feedeost thine
own people with angel’s food,” by the cholr
of Trinity Charch, and the pr{esul, clothed in
chasubles, with albs and stoles npgrntwned the
altar, After the commuandments had been intoned,
two small boys, clad in black capes over fine white
tunics, and wearlng scariet hoods, carried silver
trays among the congregation and solicited con-
tributions, apparentlv; with Jmuch success, During
the offertory the choir sung Spohr’s anthem, “As
pants the hart.” The elements were then conse-
crated and administered. A period for private
{\myer ensuad, many of the congregation (dispersing,
n this manner there were services held at 7, 8, and
9 o'clock, during which time twelve low masses
were given, the celebrants being FPathers Drown,
Mine, McCook, Noyes, Palne, Parkman, and
]lrm!ff:y.

At 11 o'clock there was tobe a high mass, and
scarcely had the d o'clock mass ended, when the
congregation intending to take part in tile most fm-
portant service of the day began to crowd around
the entrance eager 1o get seats, and soon the hall
wis uncomfortably crowied, As soon as 11 o'clock
arrived Mr, Messiter, of Trinity Church, presiding at
the organ, commenced the voluntary, and with its
first notes the acolyte, in white surplice and purpie
gatin, bearing aloft a massive cross, appeared
at the door of the veatry, [followed by

Seymour, in white surplice and erimson
gtole; two more acolytes 1in white albs, with red
capes, and the celebrant, Father Bradley, wearing a
binck satin cincture, stole, and crimson slik chasuble,
having a golden-embroidered cross upon the back
and front, The rmcesemn pasgsed in this order to
the altar steps, where they stood while the Introit,
‘“‘Hear my Prayer,” was sung oy the cholr, At lts
conclusion Father Bradley ascende«d the Eplstie side
of the altar and read from the Missal. The Gosgpel
of the Jday was then read on the [eft of the altar, the
celebrant, with the acolytes, retired to the right of
the sapctoary and sat down, while the Rev.

Id’r. Seymour, of the Theological Seminary,
attired in white surplice and Dblack satin
with A scarlet  w®ik  stole, proceeded

to the reading desk, and taking his text from Acts,
2d chapter and 424 vers: '*They continued stead-
fastly in the apostles’ doctrine ol breaking bread and
prayers,” preached a brief but very elaborate sermon
In defense of ritnalism, The consecration of the
Eucharist then took Elace, the celebrant going to the
communion-table with the challce and receiving the
water and the wine from the hands of two acolytes.
Then the host was elevated and the communion was
administered. The “Gloria” was chanted, and the
washing of the fipgers used in consecration fol-
lowed.

Many of the congregation knelt during the whole
service, except while the Gospel jwas read. The
ceremonies lnsted over two hours, and the same
order of procession was observed retiring as on
entering. Mass will be sald hereafter in this chapel
ar 7 AL M. ever{ day. There will be an evening ser-
vice, commencing at & o'clock, every night during
the present week, At these latter services there
will be preaching by the Rev, Morgan Dix, Dr. Bat-
terson, of St. Clement's, Philadelphia; Father Noyes,
of St, Alvan's; Father, Bradley, Dr. Heoughton, of
the Church of the Transfiguration; and the Right
Rev. Bishop Southgate.—N, Y. Tribune to-day.

THE MASSACRE AT TIEN-TSIN,

Fuller Detalls of the Horrible Barbaritles of
the Chinese Mob—Dreadful Outrnges upon
the Nisters of Charlty—0One Hundred Orphan
Children Burnt Allve,

We have already published the principal facts
connected with the Inhuman _massacre on the 21st
of June by a Chinese mob at Tien-tsin of the French
Consul,a number of other French subjects, incindin
severnl priests and the Sisters of Charity attached
to the French hospital of the city. The London
Standard publishes a private letter, written from
Cheefoo, June 80, in which the barbarities practised
on the fatal day of the massacre are fully deplicted,
After telling how the Fremch Consul, M, Fontanier,
M. Thomassin, an attache of the consulate, and his
wife, and two Uatholle priests were murdered, the
letter proceeds to give detalls of the sanguinary
sequel 1o these crimes,

THE WRETCHED DEATHS OF THR SISTERE OF CHARITY,
The mbb, led on h{ soldlers, set fire to the con-

sulate and the church of the Catholic mission, and

burnt all the other Inmates who could not escape.

Simultaneousgly with the assault on the French con-

snlate, the mob and soldiers surrounded the hos-

pital of the French Sisters of Charity, Having setfire
to a portion of the bullding, they entered the gates
and drageed allithe Sisters of Charity out into the
street, There they strippea them naked, exposed
them to the public gage, plucked out their eyes, cnt
off their breasts, rlmlmd them open, dragged out
their hearts, ard deliberately cut them in pleces
and divided portlons of thelr fleah amongst the (nfu-
riated mob. No European witnessed these ountrages
of humanity save the poor vietims, who, In pres.
ence of each otner, passed through the terrible
ordeal, and perished without hope of re'ease,
andiwithont any sapport in that extreme houar

of migery and torment save their confldence n a

merciful God, whose behests they have endeavored

to fulfil amongst a barbarous people at the peril
of their lives., Chinese spectators of that bloody
gcene relate other horrors perpetrated on the inno-
cent ladles that cannot be mentioned., The lady
superioress of the hospital, it 18 related, was cut in
twiin while yet allve, God alone and the sigters
know what they endured of agony and bodily suffer-
ings. Thelr modesty outraged, thelr purity detiled,
thelr poor frall frames torn asunder, their blood
scattered, and their lives destroyed hy savages
whose murderous rage inflicted all those and other
outrages amidst a scene of horror that alone would
be terrible to encouanter. One short hour suMoced to
extipguish those noble martyrs of charity. Thelr
labor of love amongst the poor of Tien-tsin for 8ix
years was thus crowned in bitterness and earthly
shame by the very {wnpte whom they had succored
and fed and clothed and tended In the hour of slck-
ness and pestilence,

BURKING OF THE ORPIANS ALIVE,

No sooner had the mob and the soldiers glatted
their thirst for human blood on the unfortunate sis-
ters, than they burned the entire hospital. Nearly
one hundred children, who had been recelved into
the orphnmglg attached to the hospital, perished in
the fames, The mutilated members of the dead
sisters were thrown (nto the burning ruins, and thus,
together with the little children they were charitably
nurturing, was the holocaust completed.

HOW MR, AND MME, PROTOPOPOFF WERE KILLED,

Such a tale of horrors would sufce, but moge
still remains to be told, Mr. N. Protopopof, a Rus-
slan merchant, with his wife, to whom he had only
heen married two dnf'a were met in the town of
Tlen-tsin by the same nfuriated mob and soldiery,
and attacked with spesrs and swords, Mr. Proto-

poif fell almost immediately, and was cruelly mur-

ered, His wife, who was on a spirited horse, fned
for her life, hut bet{&q repulsed from the road, turned
back, and attemp to leap an open sewer in the
town. She fell with her horse. but, extricating her-
gelf, hid for a few minutes (o the sewer, until she
was dragged out and killed by the mob, The bodies
of these two Russians were thrown Into the sewer,
and afterwards recovered l:iv thelr friends. They
had been stripped naked, and bad been subjected to
most barbarous usage,

THE SAD DEATH OF MADAME CHALMATISON,

A French merchant, M. Chalmaison, hearing that
the Blsters of Charity were being attacked, tried to
get near the hospl to defend them, but he was
ca.?m in the street and hacked to pleces, His wife,
on hearing of her husband's death, fed to the house
of & native Ohristian and remained there till nigat,
when, disguised in a Chinese dress, she ventu to
her ho thinking to see the body of her dead hus-
band, r a fruitless search she endeavored to
fet back to the Chinese honse, but being discovered
)y some of Cunng How's trained troops (the
Chung How Rifies), she was killed by them in the
street.

SLAUVGHTER OF FRIENDLY NATIVES,

Abont ffty Cantonese men, who were suspected
of belng on |ntimate terms with the Europeans,
were murdered durtng the excitement, aml even to-
wards the eénd of the day some miscreants were
prowling about the foreign settlement. One of
them was taken with a loaded phwh and he con-
fessed that he had been sent to kill gome of the
Europeans in the customs service.

THE FREXCH MINISTER DETAINED AT PEKIN,

What the French authorities will do is wrapped In
the fature. The Count de Rochechouard, the
French Charge d4'A fMaires at Pekin, tay last acconnts,
is detalped at the imperial capital. Somereport that
the Chinese Emperor will not allow him to leave
I'ekin, as they declare they have no power to protect
him from being murdered, either on the road or at
Tien-tsin, by the same assassins who have already
Killed so many of his compatriots. Whether the
French Charge d"Atfaires 18 detained for other mo-
tives itis diMenlt to state. Possibly his departure
I8 feared lest he should take immediate steps for a
retribution for the feariul blow lafilcted on French
prestige in China, and that by keeping him at Pekin

China from the 218t of June, when 80 much of her

There was no avallsble force at Tien-tsin for the
defense of British property or life, Chung How had
been rm?ualted four consecutive days previously by
the British Consul to take Srecuutmnlr measures
10 avert the outbreak, or afford protection, and he
never even vouchsafed to apswer to these important
official requisitions made to him as thech al-
thority of Tien-tsin TUpon Chung How doabtless
rests the responsibilty and blame of the whole of
this murderous insurrection, and it is to be hoped
that condign punishment will be indioted on him for
his connivance at the slanghter of 80 many
PETSODE.
